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KILLING OFFICER; 


CAUGHT ON HUNCH 
BY POLICEMAN 


Willie Glenn of Ben St. 


Louis Says He Fired 
Shots in Pawnshop — 


Murder Charge Against 


Him and Companion. 


Willie Glenn, 23-year-old Negro 
of East St. Louis, admitted to 
‘police today that he shot and 
killed Detective William J. O’Bnjen 
yesterday when the detective sur- 
prised him and his companion, 


Robert Newman, also a Negro, as 
they were robbing the Franklin 
Loan & Mercantile Co., 1400 
Franklin avenue. 

In a written statement, Glenn 
said, “I fired some shots; I don’t 
know how many” as he and the 
detective wrestled for possession 
of Glenn's pistol. Some of the 
shots Glern fired went wild and 
wounded the two owners of the 
store, Louis Goldstein, who was 
shot in the right thigh, and his 
brother-in-law, Leo E. Yaffe, who 
was shot in the right hand and 
thigh. 

Newman Denies Firing Shots. 

Newman also signed : state- 
ment admitting his participation 
in the robbery, but he denied fir- 
ing any shots. Police said the 
Tevolver identified as Newman’s 
had not been fired, and the bul- 
lets taken from the body of De- 
tective O’Brien and the walls of 
the pawn shop came from the 
same pistol, a .32-caliber Mauser, 
ballistic tests showed. Glenn said 
the Mauser was his. pistol. 

Following the signing of the 
statements, after almost 12 hours 
of questioning by police, Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd 
issued warrants charging Glenn 
and Newman with first-degree 
murder and robbery. He recom- 
mended that they be held without 
bond. 

The arrest of Glenn and New- 
man came on a “hunch” from 
Patrolman Fred Grimes, who, 
after hearing a description of the 
maroon 1939 Buick get-away car, 
recalled having questioned the oc- 
cupants of such a machine last 
Jan. 13. He relayed his “hunch” 
to Sgt. Owen Streuter and Capt. 
Girard Dorsey. 

A group of detectives and 
special officers were sent to 
Glenn's home at 1711 Wilford 
avenue, East St. Louis. When 
they found he was not at home, 
each officer took up a post in 
the neighborhood nen Glenn 
drove up to the house at 2:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, with 
Newman in the machine, they 
were arrested. Several other 
Negro men in the car were re- 
leased after questioning. 

Watch and Cuff Links Found. 

Glenn and Newman denied any 
knowledge of the holdup, but 
when they were taken to East St. 
Louis police headquarters their 
stories were shaken by the find- 
ing of a wrist watch in Newman's 
shirt pocket and of a pair of 
diamond studded cuff links. 

The watch had been dropped 
by Yaffe during the holdup and 
the euff links had been in his wal- 
let, which the robbers took, They 
said at first they had won the 


jewelry in a dice game in Brook- 


lyn, a; Negro settlement north of 


East St. Louis. 

Glenn and Newman signed ex- 
tradition waivers and were brought 
to St. Leuis where Glenn was 
icenvufied at City Hospital by Gold- 
stein and Yaffe as the robber who 
fired the shots. They could not 
positively identify Newman.

A record total of $44,011,870 was 
reached in the resquests of city 
department heads for appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year 1949-50, 
presented to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment today by 
Budget Director E. G. Schubkegel. 
The new fisca) year begins April 12. 

The departmental requests, 
which are subject to revision by 
the Board of Estimate, are in the 
aggregate $7,382,641 more than the 
amount appropriated for the fiscal 
year of 1948-49, now nearly ended. 
The increase is 20.16 per cent. As 
compared with the fiscal year 
1947-48, this year’s departmental 
requests show an increase of $12,- 
553,072, or 39.9 per cent. 

Of the advance shown by com- 
parison of the new departmental 
request total with the past year’s 
appropriations, increases in sal- 
aries and wages accoynt for 35, 
584,710, and those in supply and 
material costs account for $1,797,- 
The total of requests for sal- 


aries was $33,020,867, as compared 


with $27,464,157 appropriated in 
thé past year, and the amount of 
estimated supply 
costs was $10,991,002, as compared 


with the past year’s appropria- 


tion of $9,193,070. 
Comparative Figures. 
Estimates of the Department of 
Public Welfare reach an amount, 
in round figures, $2,881,000 beyond 
the present year’s appropriations;

Revenue, operating expense, 
Plant investm.nt and debt of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
all reached new high levels last 
year, the company’s annual report 
showed today, but its net income 
figures in 1948 and 1947 were the 
lowest profits since 1935. 

The company earned $5.23 a 
share last year, compared with 
35.43 the previous year, and paid 
dividends of $5 a share last year, 
compared with $5.75 the year be- 
fore and $9 in nine earlier years. 
All the stock is owned by Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
whose dividends from South- 
western Bell last year amounted 
to $13,000,000. 


Net income for the year, avail-| 


able for the stock, was $13,587,- 
286, an increase of 6.2 per cent 
over 1947. The surplus account’ 
at the end of the year fell to $17,- 


152,772, the lowest since 1945 and 


about half of the peak which oc- 
curred in 1931. Debt rose to $175,- 
000,000, but was at almost exactly 
the ideal favored by the Bell sys- 
tem, one-third of total capital. 
Interest and other fixed charges 
reached a new high of $5,386,942. 

Revenue, Operating Expense. 

Revenue and operating expense 
each were 20.1 per cent higher 
last year than) in 1947, but the 
expense did not take into con- 
sideration wage increases owed 
employes for December.

WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
~The American Council on Edu-

Jewish students seeking admis- 
sion to college. 

The council added that Jews 
“ultimately succeed in getting a 
chance at some kind of college 
education as often as Protestants 
do,” although it said they had to 
shop around more. 


The council’s findings 
d on a nation-wide 
made last gyear by polltaker Elmo 
Roper into the “factors affecting 
the admission ot high school sen- 
lors to college.” 
The study was financed by a 
nt — the Anti-Defamation 
ague of the Jewish organiza- 
ons B’nai B’rith. 

Roper’s staff interviewed some 
15,000 seniors in 225 different 
high schools last spring to find 
out how many hoped to go to 
college. Then in October it 
checked again to see how many 
had applied and were admitted. 

The survey showed that only 67 
per cent of the Jewish students 
were admitted to the institutions 
listed as their first choice, while 
71 per cent of the Catholics and 
82 per cent of Protestant appli- 
cants were accepted by their No. 
1 preference. 

However, the report went on to 
show that of the total number of 
college applicants interviewed, 87 
per cent of the Jewish seniors 
were admitted to some college, 88 
per cent of the Protestants and 
81 per cent of the Catholics. 

It pointed out, however, that 
the average Jewish student filed 
applications to 2.4 institutions, 
while his Protestant and Catholic 
counterparts made only 1.7 and 
1.6 applications respectively.

Jim Grabs 
Fine Points 
Of Pitching

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., March 
17—It takes a long time for a 
pitcher to learn all the intricate 
tricks of the trade, but Jim Hearn 


appears to be about ready to step 


out as a master craftsman, 

Occasionally a Dizzy Dean 
climbs out of the cradle and 
strikes out all the kids in the 
neighborhood, but ordinarily it 
takes years of practice. The pitch- 
er, to be a master, must learn to 
do many things. He must learn 
to set up his pitch, that is to use 
a sequence that will set up the 
delivery that upsets the hitter. He 
must practice assiduously so that 
he throws the fast ball and the 
curve with the same preparatory 
motions. 

If he takes the ball farther be- 
hind him on a fast ball than he 
does when throwing a curve, the 
smart coaches will note the dif- 
ference. They'll call signs to the 
batters and batters, knowing what 
they have to hit at, will have a 
big advantage, 

And That Isn’t All. 

To be a winning pitcher a man 
must have a good curve, a fast 
ball, a change of pace and most 
good ones have a screwball or a 

slider. The change of pace alone 
stumps many a pitcher and if you 
don't have one you'll wear your- 
cart out throwing curves and fast 


The change of pace is not mere- 
ly throwing with Jess speed. The 
good pitcher learns to throw the 
change-up, as the dugout calls it, 
with the same full sweep of the 
arm. The trick is to finger the 
ball, or palm it, so that it will 
not have full speed. Holding the 
ball deep in the hand, instead of 
with the finger tips is one Way. 
Another is to_use the fingers as 
brakes, to take away the speed 
as the ball leaves the hand. Some 
pitchers never learn to throw a 
good change of pace. And those 
who do not learn are not masters. 

The pitcher must have control. 
He must know the weakness and 
strength of each batter, or take 
such tips from his catcher, and

The undertaking has been defended by Secretary of State Dean 


G. Acheson as “a second best choice,” adopted, with reluctance and 


under compulsion, when it became clear that the first choice, that 


of international co-operation, had been wrecked by Soviet obstruction. 
The pact has been termed “a calculated risk” and even “a desperate 


gamble.” 

The wager is that the treaty will 
not provoke war but assure peace. 
It is designed to deter the Soviet 
Union from further military ag- 
gression, for the time being at 
least, by serving notice that the 
formidable strength of the United 
States will be thrown across its 
path. The State Department’s con- 
tention is that a similar warning 
might have prevented World Wars 
I and II. Kaiser Wilhelm II was 
assured by his advisers that the 


United States Would never inter- 
vehe. In 1939 Adolf Hitler was 
persuaded he could rely on Amer- 
jean abstention to give him time 
in which to conquer Europe. 

This argument presumes that 
the Kremlin will have enough self- 
control not to be frightened into 
armed hostilities by the creation, 
at its threshhold, of what Moscow 
cannot but regard as an enemy 
military alliance, The presumption 
rests in turn on the theory that 
primitive transportation, indus- 
trial backwardness, exhaustion 
from the last war and lack of 
operational reserves of atomic 
bombs will bar Russia for some 
years from aggression by force. 

Signs of Counter Move. ° 

There are signs, however, that 
the imminence of an anti-Com- 
munist union of Atlantic states 
may well stir the Soviets to in- 
tensify their present cold war. 
There has been a drastic overhaul- 
ing of the political high command 
in Moscow. Prosecution of Catho- 
lie and Protestant churchmen in 
Hungary and Bulgaria is believed 
to be a measure for obviating 
underground resistance in case of 
eventualities. Moscow’s roll-call of 
Communist chieftains all over the 
world has served notice, partieu- 
larly on France and Italy, that 
the price of opposition to the 
Politburo may be civil war. 

As a further aggressive step 
this side of actual conflict, the 
Soviet Government may tighten 
the screws of the Berlin block- 
ade — for example, by cutting 
ground telephone and telegraph 
communications. Possibly in the 
cards are Russian occupation of 
Iran and fortification of Finland. 
The first would bring Soviet 
troops to the door of British- 
American oil installations in the 
Near East. The second could ad- 
vance Russian arms to the east 
frontier of Sweden. Movements 
in the vicinity of Petsamo may 
be expected for the purpose of 
terrorizing Norway. 

With Chinese Communist 
armies on the Yangtze river, 
Moscow’s policy may plausibly be 
that of surrounding and isolating 
Nationalist South China by 
means of Marxist penetration in 
Indo-China, Burma and Indo- 
nesia. 

Eastern Germany could be 
streamlined into another Soviet 
satellite. Most of all, the Krem- 
lin is likely to redouble its cam- 
paign, through Communist out- 
posts in western Europe, to sabo- 
tage the Marshall plan and North 
Atlantic pact.

“An armed attack on one or 
more of the parties shall be con- 
sidered an attack against all. In 
consequence, the other signatories 
will assist the party or parties 
attacked by taking immediately, 
both individually and collectively, 
such action, including the use of 
armed force, as is deemed neces- 
sary to restore and maintain se- 
curity in the North Atlantic area.” 
Washington’s Words Recalled. 
This is a remote cry from 


Washington's Farewell Address of | 


Sept. 19, 1796, regarded until re- 
cently as an inviolable testament 
for the American people. Salient 
quotations are as follows: 

“The great rule for us, in re- 


gard to foreign nations, is to have 


with them as little political con- 
nection as possible. 
primary interests which for us 


have none, or very remote, rela- 


tion. The causes of her frequent 
controversies are essentially for- 
eign to our concerns. It must be 
unwise in us to implicate our- 
selves by artificial ties in the 
ordfhary vicissitudes of her poli- 
tics, or the ordinary combinations 
and collisions of her friendships 
or enmities.“ 


By use of the word “ordinary,” 
State Department logicians rea- 
son, Washington by inference did 
not exclude American participa- 
tion in “extraordinary” vicissi- 
tudes, combinations and collisions 


abroad, Under this head they rank 
the world wars of 1914 and 1939 
and today’s menace of political 
Communism. But they trace the 


parentage of the North Atlantic 
pact to the Monroe Doctrine of 
Dec. 2, 1823, which sprang, pro- 
phetically, from attempted Rus- 
sian encroachments on the North 
American continent, along the 
Pacific coast. 


Doctrine and Rio Pact. 


President Monroe announced 
that the American continents were 
“henceforth not to be considered 
as subjects for future coloniza- 
tion by any European power.” 
Europe was warned that an at- 
tempt to extend its system to any 
part of this hemisphere would be 
regarded as “dangerous to our 
peace and security.” The doctrine 
remained a unilateral policy of the 
United States until the Rio de 
Janeiro defense treaty of 1947, 
which converted it for the first 
time into a co-operative enterprise 
of the American republics. 


The Atlantic treaty is the im- 
mediate offspring of the Rio pact, 
but preserves distinct lineaments 
of the Monroe Doctrine. It’s pur- 
pose is to warn Russia that the 
North Atlantic area is closed 
henceforth to Soviet expansion, 
and that efforts to extend its 
System to any part of the region 
will be held dangerous to Amer- 
jean peace and security. 

President Monroe made no 
attempt to establish a protectorate 
over Latin America, or to infringe 
on the independence and sover- 
eignty of its people. The same 
principles are followed in the At- 
lantic treaty, which has been de- 
fined as an extension of the Mon- 


Russia, with its camp-follower 
states, may even secede from the 
United Nations. 


Senate Must Ratify. 


The treaty requires ratifi- 
cation by a two-thirds vote of the 
United States Senate, and ap- 
proval by the parliaments of 
other countries concerned. The 
document is scheduled to be 
signed at Washington, early in 
April, by the American Secretary 
of State and the foreign ministers 
of the United Kingdom, France, 
Norway, Canada, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
Early adherence by Italy, Den- 
mark, Iceland and Portugal is 
expected. 

The geographical scope of the 
treaty will embrace al] the North 
Atlantic states except Spain, and 
their approaches as far south as 
the Tropic of Cancer, including the 
Azores, which belong to Portugal; 
Greenland, a Danish colony; the 
northern half of Mexico and 
French North Africa. 

The population of the 12 nations 
directly involved is 332,439,000, 
against an estimated 254,742,000 for 
the Soviet Union and its satel- 
lites. It is a population contain- 
ing the world’s most gifted and 
progressive stocks, bound to the 
United States for many years not 
only by discovery and settlement, 
but by common ideals of freedom, 
civilization and religion.

In addition to the Rio defense 
pact, the North Atlantic coalition 
had another direct parent in the 
Western European Union, which 
was formed in 1948 by the addi- 
tion of Britain and France to the 
Benelux Customs Union of Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. This enlarged organiza- 
tion rose from apprehension over 
Communist seizure of power in 
Czechoslovakia. The Atlantic co- 
alition associates the United 
States, Canada and other coun- 
tries with the Western Union, and 
may take over its existing policy 
and defense machinery. 

At last week’s press conference, 
Secretary Acheson emphasized the 
view that the North Atlantic pact 
is not ideal, but undertakes the 
second choice remaining after the 
first choice proved impossible. He 
cited repeated failures brought 
about in international conferences 
by Soviet intransigence, until it 
became unhappily clear that the 
Kremlin and its dependencies were 
not prepared to join in bringing 
about world recovery and security. 
But these developments could not 
wait, he declared, “so we all 
pitched in to do the best we 
could.”

Program Under 
Burden at Start 


Nation Was Short of 
Doctors, Nurses 
and Hospitals — 
Expansion 
Planned.

LONDON, March 17 (AP) 
| O one outside the general pub- 
N lic expected a miracle to hap- 
pen between July 4 and July 5 
last year, when Britain launched 
its immense state medicine pro- 


gram. 

The odds were heavily against 
it. because, as the Ministry of 
Health pointed out, the country 
still. was suffeging from a prewar 
hangover of Madequate medica] 
facilities and a shortage of doctors, 


nurses and dentists. The war ag- 


gravated that condition. 
It will take years, therefore, be- 


fore the scheme can be judged 


impartially as a whole. 

When the state described the 
benefits of the new health pro- 
gram to the public, its leaflets 
cautioned the service would be 
available “as national resources 
allow.” 

Hospitals had difficulty meeting 
calls on their services even before 
the health system started func- 
tioning. 

Short of Nurses. 

The country was short 45,000 
nurses. London hospitals alone 
had 33,000 patients waiting for ad- 
mission. Patients suffering from 
tuberculosis sometimes had to 
wait a year or even two before 
they could be admitted into san- 
atoria. Surveys showed a short- 
age of 100,000 hospital beds. 

In some branches of medicine 


there were too few specialists. 


This, in turn, affected the opera- 
tion of the hospitals as well as the 
training of students. 

One answer, of course, was to 
train more doctors. As the fa- 
cilities expand and restrictions are 
overcome more doctors will be 
trained. 

At present, there is roughly one 
doctor for every 2000 Britons, a 
satisfactory situation except that 
the distribution is uneven. 

Medical students numbered 11 
500 in July 1948, 27 per cent or 
2875 of them women. This com- 
pares with 8628 in 1938, of which 
15 per cent were women. 

Much of this increase is due 
to the assistance given for study 
to ex-service men by the state. 
Last year 2840 young students 
were receiving state scholarships 
at the universities. In 1938, there 
were only 29. 

Training Takes Years. 

But a doctor’s training is a long 
term proposition requiring at least 
five years. Many fall by the way- 
side. 

Many educators believe that 
socialized medicine will prove a 
boon to the study of medicine. 

The hospitals now are state 
supported. Before, they were de- 
pendent in the main on endow- 
ments, private contributions and 
charity drives. The latter have 
been forbidden by the state. 

By freeing the hospitals from 
everyday running operations, 
which were eating up endowment 
funds, the state released much of 
this money for medical research. 
At St. Bartholomew's Hospital, 
dating from 1123 and Britain's 
oldest, an endowment pool of $400,- 


000 now is released for research.

| Of the 30 Democrats who 
joined with 22 Republicans in a 
move which is expected to re- 
‘sult in junking the Truman civil 
rights program, 17 voted for the 
Taft-Hartley Act two years ago, 
and only six against it.

elected only last November. 


In this Congress the Democrats 
have a majority of 12 in the 
Senate—54 Democrats to 42 Re- 
publicans. But if the 17 Demo- 
crats. who deserted the Adminis- 
tration’s civil rights program, and 
who also voted two years ago for 
the Taft-Hartley Act, should line 
up with their Republican col- 
leagues on labor legislation, the 
hominal “Democratic majority” 
would evaporate. . 

There will be some Democratic 
votes in the Senate picked up on 
the Administration labor bill, 
even from among those who 
joined the coalition. For instance, 
Senators Long of Louisiana, Mc- 
kellar of Tennessee and Withers 
of Kentucky are expected to vote 
for Taft-Hartley repeal, although 
they were signers of the so-called 
“compromise” cloture petition 
which ended the filibuster. 

On the labor legislation the Ad- 
ministration may win a few Re- 


publican votes, but not many. In 
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the last Congress only two Re- 
publican Senators—Morse of Ore- 
gon and Langer of North Dakota, 
voted against Taft-Hartley. 

It all adds up to a labor legis- 
lation line-up in which the lines 
are not too clearly drawn, but 
seemingly to a nip and tuck de- 
cision in the Senate on Taft-Hart- 
ley repeal.

Now, a good yardstick for meas- 
uring the industrial capacity and 
requirements of a given nation is 
steel production. United States 
steel production is about four 
times that of the Soviet Union— 
actually a little more. So on the 
basis of this yardstick, the Soviet 
Union would need about one- 
quarter as much oil as the United 
States. But the Soviet Union and 
its satellites are producing only 
about one-eighth as much oil as 
the United States. 

In plain words, the U.SS.R. is 
on half-rations of oil.

Slim 
as American forces there are, they 
could muster in 24 hours enough 
to cope with any potential naval 
threat to the West Coast, they say. 

By deploying on the West Coast 
major elements of Pacific defense 
and cutting the supply problem to 
a minimum, observers note, imme- 
diate opportunities for enemy sub- 
marines are reduced. 


The Russians are reputed to 
have many German-developed 
schnorkle-type high-speed subma- 
rines, but the feeling here is that 
they lack experience in submarine 
operations comparable to that of 
the United States Navy. 

In the war against Japan, 
United States Navy undersea op- 
erations were outstandingly suc- 
cessful—and the Navy is not cut- 
ting down on its Pacific subma- 
rines. Pearl Harbor remains a 
full-scale submarine base. Its 
force is being converted on @ fast 
schedule to schnorkle (renamed 
snorkle to simplify the German 
word) type of underwater breath- 
ing apparatus. 

If the time ever should come 
for a counterblow, the Pacific sub- 
marine force certainly would 
strike swiftly.

Faults of the Tax on Stocks 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I attended the hearing March 10 be- 
fore the House Committee in Jefferson 
City considering House Bill 114 to in- 
crease the tax on income from intangi- 
bles from the present 4 per cent to 8 
per cent, and adding a new provision by 
including the income from stocks. So 
I have read with interest your editorial 
of last Sunday on this bill, and thorough- 
ly agree with your opinion that the pres- 
ent law has not been enforced. 


The testimony brought out that the 
State of Missouri receives only 2 per cent 
of the tax and the remainder must be 
returned to the various taxing authori- 
ties where the money originated. 


It was the opinion of several compe- 
tent witnesses that this 2 per cent was 
not enough to pay the cost of collecting 
and distributing the tax, and for that 
reason the State showed little interest in 
enforcing the tax. 

Testimony showed it was very diffi- 
cult for a taxpayer to get the necessary 
tax form. A simple solution of the prob- 
lem was a suggestion that when the in- 
come tax form was mailed to each tax- 
payer an intangible tax form should be 
enclosed, 

It was the opinion of these witnesses 
that the disappointing income from the 
present 4 per cent tax was not due to 
willful evasion, but largely because of 
ignorance that such a tax existed, or 
inability to get the necessary tax form. 

One very bad feature of this bill that 
you do not mention in your editorial is 
the inclusion of income from stocks. 

Under the present corporation laws, 
the State of Missouri collects an income 
tax direct from the corporation and then 
when a dividend is paid collects another 
income tax from the individuals that 
receive it. 

A stock certificate is merely an ac- 
knowledgment that the holder has an in- 
terest in the land, buildings and other 
assets of a corporation. The corpora- 
tion pays all Missouri taxes of every 
kind, including income tax, and an in- 
come tax on dividends is unjust double 
taxation. To impose an additional tax 
would be triple taxation. 

The “Missouri income tax begins at 1 
per cent on incomes up to $1000 and 
graduates up to 4 per doy on incomes 
over $9000. In other words, the = 
posed intangible tax would raise the tax 

for the person having an income of $1000 
from $10 to $90, and for one having an 
income of $10,000 from $400 to $1200. 

I am in the investment business and 
know from experience that present ex- 
cessive Federal and State taxation has 
made it practically impossible to sell 
stock of new corporations or small ones 
that are expanding. 

This means less employment. Some- 
times a small corporation can borrow 
money, but this is not sound financing 
and in the next depression will mean 
widespread bankruptcies and resulting 
unemployment. 

The Federdl Government realizes the 
seriousness of the common stock situa- 
tion. The Treasury Department is be- 
ginning to try to work out some fair 
plan for the relief of double taxation. It 
seems foolish for the State of Missouri 
to ignore the facts which the Federal 


Government has found.

Truman’s Inept Leadership 


Mr. Truman and his Senate leadership have 
taken a beating on the filibuster issue that may 
well influence the whole course of we new Ad- 
ministration. 

It was on Feb. 28 that they embarked on the 
fight and 15 days later, at 11 p.m., they ran up 
the white flag. 

If he had been content to leave Messrs. Bark- 
ley and Lucas in complete control of the fight, 
the story might have been different. But on 
March 3, the President made one of those care- 
less off-the-cuff remarks for which he is noted 
that cut the ground from ‘under his own leaders. 

He said he favored a simple majority, rather 
than a two-thirds majority, as sufficient to limit 
debate in the Senate. That was a bombshell. 
His lieutenants were pleading merely for the 
right to change the Senate rules by the tradi- 
tional two-thirds vote. They knew too well the 
jealous temper of the Serftte—and Mr. Truman 
as a former Senator should have known it, too 
—to tamper with the historic two-thirds. 

The result was to win over moderate Demo- 
crats to the coalition of Southern Democrats 
and Republicans who were resisting any change. 

The filibuster has a bad name because it has 
so often been used by demagogues and blathere 
skites for unworthy causes. But even though it 
is a violation of the basic democratic principle 
of majority rule, there are some sincere and 
high-minded Senators who feel that unlimited 
debate should be preserved to fight for a great 
issue or a great principle in the national in- 
terest. 

No doubt there were other errors of leadership 
besides the bombshell of March 3. 

When the fight started, it was advertised as a 
“showdown.” It was to clear the way for action 
on the President's civil rights program, which he 
had advocated in the campaign. Senator Lucas 
told his colleagues: We must grapple with this 
problem and have a decision in this session of 
Congress.” He said, on leaving a White House 
conference, that the President had urged the 
Democratic Senators to meet the filibuster issue 
“head on.” 

He indicated that the fight would not be put 
aside for any legislation, but would be fought 
to a finish. 

Those were brave words, big words—and 
empty words. They were the bark without the 
bite. They were the bluff without the punch 
to back it up. 

Nothing can be more damaging to a leader 
than to back away from an ultimatum, That's 
what Truman and Lucas did. 

The costs are incalculable. If the President 
can be beaten in what he called a finish fight, 
his enemies are emboldened to centest his lead- 
ership on other issues. 

If he cannot command a majority vote to 
change the Senate rules, what is going to happen 

to Mr. Truman’s long and ambitious Fair Deal 
program—rent control, social security, reciprocal 
trade and the rest? 

To have fought the filibuster under different 
conditions and with different togls could have 


captured the imagination of the country—which 


believes the filibuster is a violation of the old 
American principle of majority rule. 

The filibuster could have been damned and 
ridiculed to death. 

But it won—and it won with the support of 
some very sincere, intelligent and able Senators; 
therefore, people are saying that Mr. Truman 
has no more control over the Eighty-first Con- 
gress than he had over the Eightieth. 

That makes him look weak and inept. 

Moreover, the people who voted for him and 
his program feel that, by reason of his weakness 
and ineptness, they are being cheated. 

They gave him a mandate and it is not being 
What does this do to the principles 
of majority rule, of presidential promises, of. 
party responsibility? 

How can parliamentary tricks and obstruction- 
ist coalitions defeat the will of the people? 

How can the hated filibuster stand in the way 
of progress and reform? 

These are questions Mr. Truman is going to 
have to answer if he is to regain his prestige— 
if he is going to save an appreciable part of his 
program. 
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Start on Madison County Cleanup 
The Hyde Park club in Venice and the 200

he will get busy and close the big take bingo 
games, handbooks and other protected gambling 
rackets running in Madison county. The longer 
he waits the more inevitable he makes it that 
state authority will be forced to step in. 
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Upset of the Loan Lobby 


Proponents of fair interest rates in the Mis- 
sburi House have driven a spike through the loan 
lobby’s pet bill. That measure, 
through a complaisant committee, permitted 27 
per cent interest on small loans. By a ‘77-to-56 
vote, only one member short of the 78 required 
for final passage, the House sliced the bill down 
to 18 per cent on the first $100 of a loan, plus 8 
per cent on any amount in excess of $100 up to 
a $500 ceiling. 

This rate structure is logical and adequate. 
The 18 per cent will compensate efficient and 
well- lending agencies for their clerical 
_and investigation costs. The 8 per cent on the 
remainder should provide an ample profit in the 
retail lending of money which the lenders them- 


selves borrow for 3 per cent and often much 


less. 

The apostles of 27 per cent protest that such 
rates are ruination, but two stubborn facts cry 
down this plea. First, the small-loan agencies 
have no unusual business hazards to require high 
rates. Their own reports show that bad-debt 
losses run very low. Second, commercial banks 


are doing a profitable small-loan business today — 


at 8 per cent, with nothing extra to cover book - 
„keeping and other expenses. Small-loan com- 
“panies 2d moderately — expenses

than the banks, but the 18 per cent part of the 
interest rate more than takes care of that. 

Before the House finishes with this problem, 
it will need to stave off maneuvers of the loan 
lobby to salvage its greedy hopes from the pres- 
ent wreckage. The House will need, too, to 
adopt sound measures to regulate lending and to 
punish violators, such as those which the Com- 
mittee for Fair Lending Legislation has pro- 
posed. It may finally need to fight the question 
out with the Senate, which has been the lenders’ 
stronghold in the past. But it has already re- 
pelled domination by a minority and made splen- 
did strides toward solving a public problem that 
has cried nearly three years for settlement.

The Wabash Deadlock 

Earlier issues in the Wabash Railroad strike 
have been supplanted by the one paramount 
issue of cessation of the operations of an im- 
portant transportation utility, When that cessa- 
tion continues with a deadléck in negotiations 
and no prospect of settlement, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has no recourse but to take steps to 
adjust the differences. 

The first issue was the dispute between the 
Railroad Brotherhoods and the management of 
the railroad. These differences were technical 
and involved and it is almost impossible for the 
layman to hold an intelligent opinion about 
them. Certainly it would take a body of ex- 
perts to determine how the 6 should 
be made. 

It is for precisely such à situation that the 
Railway Labor Act was passed and the cool- 
ing off” facilities of that law should have been 
put into motion. Yet although the strike was 
postponed four times and finally on March 1 
set for March 15, the White House took no steps 
until after the strike was on and the trains had 
stopped running. 

With that unfortunate development the Rail 
road Brotherhoods took the position that the 
law was no longer applicable. They said that a 
presidential mediation board could serve under 
the act only if it was appointed before the strike 
began. And so the situation is deadlocked with 
nobody doing much of anything. Meantime, in- 
dustries which rely on the Wabash are tied up 
and layoffs are commencing. 

There can be no doubt that the White House 
slipped up in this situation, as indeed, it has 
slipped up in certain other important situations 
in recent weeks. Four postponements were 
notice enough to the President that a board 
should be appointed and the machinery of the 
Labor Act put into operation. 

t the slip-up occurred and the strike is on. 
The question now is: How to get the trains 
moving again? If the law does not apply, it can 
be amended for the future, but there can be no 
waiting for that in the present situation. 


Unless the objectors yield, the Federal Gov- 
ernment will have no choice but to take over the 
railroad and run it until the original differences 
are ironed out—or until both sides accept a plan 
for settling these differences and agree to re- 
sume normal relations meantime. 

The law provides the best means yet found 
for keeping railroads running while disputes 
between the owners and the workers are ad- 
jfisted. It doubtless would be the best for all 
concerned to waive the technical objection, 
raised after the White House’s slip-up. No 
other course promises so prompt a settlement. 

As for the blunder in Washington, Mr. Tru- 
man should make it his business to find out just 
how it occurred and take steps ‘to insure that a 
similar one will not occur again.

Merger of domestic and Foreign Service employes is basic to 
reorganization, Hoover commission reports; this separation is cause 
of friction and inefficiency; urges that “chain of responsibility” be 
set up; amalgamation would raise department in public esteem.

The United States cannot exercise the 
strongest possible influence abroad unless 
the State Department operates efficiently 
enough to command respect at home. Yet, 
despite serious attempts during the past 12 
years to reorganize and improve the de- 
partment by Secretaries of State Hull, Stet- 
tinius, Byrnes and Marshall, the Commis- 
sion on Organization of the Executive 
Branch of the Federal 
Government found 
during its investiga- 
tions last year that 
“Congress, the press, 
the general public 
and indeed ... many 
of its own personnel” 
hold the department 
“in low esteem.” The 
recommendation by 
the commission of a 
series of fundamental 
corrective changes in 
both the structure and the governmental 
role of the department may bring the 
concrete results which escaped the pre- 
vious reform efforts. .

Authority for Reforms | 7 


In the first place, the commission, of 
which Herbert Hoover is chairman and 
Secretary of State Acheson vice chairman, 
has an authority that earlier reorganizers, 
always working within the department, 
lacked. It was appointed jointly by Con- 
gress and the President “for the purpose 
of promoting economy, efficiency and im- 
proved service in the transaction of the 
public business.” 


In the second place, the commission 
faced a basic problem which other reor- 
ganizers have ignored but which the com- 
mission finds a “source of serious friction 
and increasing inefficiency.” This is the 
division of the department between two 
separate personnel groups, the employes in 
the Civil Service, most of them working in 
the United States, and those in the Foreign 
Service, exempt from Civil Service control, 
whose members work both abroad and in 
Washington. 

The commission advocates the amalgama- 
tion of the services into a single “foreign 
affairs service,” administered independent- 
ly of the general service. 

Foreign Service’s Failure 

One reason for the present separation of 
the Foreign Service from domestic -service 
it to provide the United States with a pro- 
fessional elass of creer diplomats. In prac- 
tice the separation has restricted the use 
which Secretaries of State have made of 
competent men and women who are not in 
the service, and it has not guaranteed the 
the top diplomatic jobs, since Presidents 
still exercise their privilege of appointing 
as ambassadors anybody they please. 

Responsible primarily to its director gen- 
eral, the “Foreign Service is. . . largely 


‘self-administered and is to some degree 


even independent of the Secretary,” the 
commission reports.

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its Foreign Office and diplomatic service 
five years ago, the United States remains 
alone among the great powers in keeping 
the serviees distinct. This country under- 
lined the policy of separation in 1946, when, 
against the advice of James Webb, then 
Director of the Budget and now Under 
Secretary of State, President Truman 
signed the Kee Act, which reorganized 
and strengthened the Foreign Service. 

The commission calls the amalgamation 
of the two services “fundamental” to reali- 
zation of its recommended internal reor- 
ganization of the department. 

Briefly, the commission’s program calls 
for the establishment of a direct chain of 
responsibility from the office of the Sec- 
retary of State to the lowest ranks, so 
that the Secretary at last can become 
“legally and practically ...in command of 
the department.” 


Reorganized for Planning 


The commission would organize the work 
in the department through the Secretary 
and Under Secretary, two Deputy Under 
Secretaries (one for substantive matters, 
one a “general manager”), and eight Assist- 
ant Secretaries. According to the commis- 
sion, this reorganized department should 
plan, not act. Its recommended role is to 
concentrate on forming policy rather than 
executing foreign programs. 

Without success, Secretaries since Mr. 
Hull have tried to draw the distinction be- 
tween cogitation and operation. They 
found, during the war, that the Board of 
Economic Warfare and its successor, the 
Foreign Economic Administration, and, 
since the war, the military officials and of- 
ficers directly responsible for the occupa- 
tion of Japan and Germany, make policy 
themselves as they ostensibly-carry out the 
recommendations of the department.

fusion of responsibility for operations 
under present circumstances tends to pro- 
vide several only vaguely related and some- 
times contradictory foreign policies.

Missouri House Kills Mea- 
sure to Impose Age 
Restriction.

A bill seeking to prohibit preach- 
ers from solemnizing marriages in 
Missouri unless they are at least 
17 years old was killed yesterday 
by the House, 49 to 69. 

The measure was defeated after 
several members, including two 
minister-legislators, protested that 
it would violate the constitutional 
right of religious freedom, The 
present law governing the right 
of ordained and licensed ministers 
to solemnize marriages contains 
no age limitation.

repetition of the recent California 
incident in which a 5-year-old 
“minister of the Gospel” officiated 
at a wedding.

One report quoted a Moscow, 
broadcaster as saying “the war 
against Tito’s clique has begun 
in the villages and cities and 
will not end until complete elimi- 
nation of the traitors.” 

This report was carried by As- 
tra, the Italian news agency, 
which reported last night that 
Soviet and anti-Tito Yugoslav 
forces were drawn up on the bor- 
ders. The Bulgarian Government 
has denied that any forces were 
gathering on Bulgar borders, 


Astra said the Moscow broad- 
Caster, speaking on a Serb-Croa- 
tian transmission, had this to say: 

“We are not fighting against 
the Yugoslav people. We wish, in 
fact, to help them liberate them- 
selves from a tyranny that is 
bringing their country to ruin.” 


The Cominform — the Com- 
munist Information Bureau — has 
blasted Premeir Tito for national- 
ist practices which deviated from 
the line laid down by Moscow. 


Yesterday in London, Ales Bebler, : 


Yugoslav deputy foreign minister, 
said he expected some new pres- 
gure soon from the Cominform 
against Tito. 

Meetings Reported. 

Astra also reported from Trieste 
that according to the Istrian Ital- 
ian Committee of National Liber- 
ation, the Yugoslav vice premier 
and Interior Minister, Alexander 
Rankovic; met Western repre- 
sentatives Jan. 25 at Brioni, just 
off the tip of the Istrian penin- | 
sula, which under the peace set- 
tlement was transferred from 
Italy to Yugoslavia. The agency 
quoted the Italian committee as 
saying this meeting served as a 
cover for a meeting of Tito him- 
self with British and Americans 
on an island off Split. 


The report adds confusion to 
the multiplicity of rumors in 
eastern Europe about Tito. In 
Istanbul this week a diplomatic 
source speculated that Rankovic 
might be the man to ynseat Tito 
in a coup d'etat. Rankovic, as 
Interior Minister, controls police 
forces and the army. However, 
Rankovic has been the target of 
bitter Cominform attacks. Only 
last August Tito made him a vice 
premier in a tightening of his 
grip on the Yugoslav Government. 


The Cominform radio clamors 
for “direct action to bring down 
the regime of Marshal Tito,” the 
report said, and the people of 
Yugoslavia believe important 
events are taking place. 

Source Not Given. 


Astra’s dispatch, sent from 
Trieste, did not disclose the 
source of its information. 


It added that sailors reaching 
Trieste from Istria reported Tito 
has met with “Western represen- 
tatives” this month .on the island 
of Brioni near Pola. Trieste 
newspapers yesterday had said 
Tito is on the island and would 
meet soon with “Western world 
personalities in view of the inter- 
mal situation of Yugoslavia.” 


The independent Giornale di 
Trieste at Trieste reported today 
that Tito met with Western pow- 
er representatives Saturday for 
the third time since September. 
The Giornale said its information 
came from eye Witnesses. It gave 
a detailed description of Tito’s 
movements, 


The Astra dispatch said anti- 
Tito forces have virtually hemmed 
in Yugoslavia by grouping along 
its Albanian, Greek, Bulgarian and 
Hungarian frontiers. Soviet troop 
formations have taken positions 
along the Romanian and Hun- 
garian borders, and “numerous 
Russian technicians” have been 
flown into Albania in the last five 
months, it said. The Russians 10 
days ago started an air lift into 
Albania after the Tugoslav- 
Albanian border was closed. 

Movements Reported. 

“Reports filtering across the 
borders of Yugoslavia and Trieste 
free territory say the Yugoslav 
population is convinced that im- 
portant events are taking place,” 
the article continued. 


“Limitations on traffic, intensifi- 
cation of armed vigilance over 
coasts and frontiers, and move- 
ments of military units, while they 
impede the flow of news have 
strengthened the opinion that 
something decisive is maturing.” 


The Yugoslav anti-Tito forces 
were described as refugees who 
had fled the country, and who now 
are led by a former Yugoslav am- 
bassador to Romania who was not 
identified in the dispatch. 

Bebler, in predicting in London 
yesterday that the Cominform 
would increase the heat on Tito, 
implied he expected something 
more than an economic squeeze. 
He said, however, that Yugoslavia 
will get back into the Cominform 
once the other Slavic nations 
understand they cannot unseat 
Tito. 

He said despite the Cominform’s 
economic squeeze Yugoslavia has 
more than met the targets of its 
five-year plan. His country has 
turned to the West in its foreign 
trade as a result of the squeeze.

Lobbyists for small loan groups 
and other high rate lenders have 
been unsuccessful in getting a 
new interest rate code act on the 
law books, since adoption of the 
1945 constitution. High rate lend- 
ers were opposed to the interest 
code provisions in that Constitu- 
tion. 

Two bills passed in recent ses- 
sions were vetoed by former Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly, on the ground 
the rates, ranging up to 27 per 
cent, were excessive, and fhat the 
bills violated constitutional re- 
quirements as to rate uniformity. 

The constitutional provision, 
which the high rate lenders have 
found so objectionable, prohibits 
the Legislature from passing a 
law fixing special interest rates 
for any particular group of 
It further provides that 
any rate fixed by law. shall be 
open to all classes of lenders. 

The loan lobby again is in some 
trouble with a pending bill in the 
House, which proposed small loan 
rates up to 27 per cent a year. The 
House last Tuesday, in a surpris- 
ing show of strength against the 
high rates, adopted an amend- 
ment lowering the ceiling to 18 
per cent a year. Sponsors of the 
bill then placed the bill back on 
the informal calendar and indi- 
cated it might not be called up 
again. 


QUESTION OF STATE 
DEPT. CLEARING 
STETTINIUS’ BOOK

LONDON, March 17—Publish- 
ers are awaiting United States 
State Bepartment clearance for 
“Roosevelt and the Russians,” by 
Edward R. Stettinius Jr. The 
book is a defense of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s peace- 
making at Yalta by one of his 
wartime secretaries of state. 

Stettinius justifies Roosevelt's 
pressing Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek to give the Russians 
Manchurian rights and coastal 
bases at Dairen and Port Arthur. 

Roosevelt’s concession of the 
strategic Japanese Kurile islands 
to Russia, which has been bitter- 
ly attacked by American strate- 
gists, is defended by Stettinius as 
is Roosevelt’s so-called “surren- 
der” of Poland to the Stalinist 
government. 

Considerable sections of the 
book are devoted to discussion of 
notes which passed between 
Roosevelt and Stettinius while 
dealing with Stalin and Churchill. 
The Yalta defense has been “edit- 
ed” by Prof. Walter Johnson of 
the Department of History at the 
University of Chicago. 

Because the State Department’s 
new course is steadfast against 
the Soviet Union, London observ- 
ers consider it still an open ques- 
tion whether the State Depart- 
ment will clear the Stettinius 
book here or in the United States. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 17 
(AP)—Edward R. Stettinius, rec- 
tor of the University of Virginia 
since 1946 and member of the 
board of visitors since 1941, re- 
signed both positions yesterday. 

Stettinius, an alumnus of the 
university who served as Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt’s Sec- 
retary of State in 1944 and 1945, 
said he was resigning for per- 
sonal reasons. He has been in 
poor health.

—Civil rights legislation outlawing 
racial and religious discrimina- 
tion in education and all places of 
public accommodation was ready 
for Gov.

It is an amend- 
ment of an existing law against 
discrimination in employment and 
incorporates the recommendations 
of a state commission on civil lib- 
erties set up by the Governor.

SOMEWHAT better idea than

In fact, I was too mad at him to 


trust myself on the phone, 80 
when he answered, I asked Nixon 
to do the talking.

Impossible.“ Chambers 
swered, quietly.

OW we could face the press, 

and did. But it wasn’t a long 

conference. We rattled off 
what we knew, and tould tell, and 
jogged out of the building, hopped 
in cabs I had arranged for, and 
rushed to Union Station in time 
to catch the 4 o'clock train to 
New York. We wanted to gef 
Chambers under oath again and 
have him tell everything he knew 
about those documents. 

We were met on the platform 
at the Penn Station in New York 
by the Justice Department, mainly 
in the person of John F. X. Me- 
Gohey, U. S. Attorney for the 
Southern District of New York.

stolen and copied Government 
documents he had aided in trans- 


mitting to the U.S. S. R. from the’ 


early part of 1935 until April, 
1938. For two years previous to 
that earlier date, he had worked 
on the New York end of the docu- 
ment transmission, he repeated, 

During part of the 1935-1938 pe- 
riod his routine was this, we sub- 
sequently revealed in our report: 

“The source would bring the 
documents out of the State 
partment in a briefcase and take 
them home. There, Chambers 
would take over the briefcase and 
go on to meet a photographic ex- 
pert at a@ prearranged place. The 
expert would take the briefcase 
and documents to a laboratory in 
Baltimore, put the documents on 
film, and would return the brief- 
case and contents to Chambers 
that same night. 

Sometimes, Chambers stated, it 
would be as late as 1 o’clock in 
the morning before he got the 
briefcase back. He would then 
proceed to the home of his source, 
deliver the briefcase, and the docu- 
ments would be returned to the 
State Department files. 

“Chambers would then pick up 
the microfilmis in Baltimore, place 
them in a tobacco pouch, and 
carry them to New York, where 
he would deliver them to a Col. 
Bykov, of the Soviet espionage 
system, who was at that time 
known to Chambers only as Pe- 
ter.” 

Chambers had hidded the 
“pumpkin papers” on top of an 
abandoned dumbwaiter in the 
home of Nathan Levine, a Brook- 
lyn attorney who is a nephew of 
Mrs. Chambers, he told us. It 
was subsequently testified by Le- 
vine that Chambers lived in “mor- 
tal fear” of being liquidated after 
quitting the Communist party. 
Isaac Don Leviné, anti-Communist 
editor who knew Chambers in 1938 


and attempted to help him reveal 
his story to Government officials 
a year later, told the committee 
that Chambers had retained the 
film all those years for possible 
use as ransom in case he or his 
family were abducted by United 
tates Reds. 

Amplifying on earlier testimony, 
he told us on this illuminating 


night in New York that the rug 


he gavé Hiss (Hiss had testified 
that Chambers had gotten it from 
a rich patron”) had been pre- 
sented to him by Col. Bykov for 
transmission to Hiss for unusual 
service to the Soviet, Union.” 

He named the recipients of 
three additional rugs—they were 
expensive Bokharas, he said—but 
the committee has not as yet re- 
vealed their names. I understand 
that one of these men, formerly 
in the Government, has confessed 
before federal authorities and, 
presumably, still is in the act of 
telling what he knows about oth- 
ers of the spy rings. 
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HE State Department, Cham- 
bers pointed out, had been an 
important source for him but 
not the only one. As we said in 
Our report: 
“Chambers testified that be- 
tween 1932 and 1938 he obtained 
documents from the State Depart- 
ent, the Bureau of Standards, 
the Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
and certain information from the 
Navy; also that the same ring 
with which he worked got vital 
information from key United 
States industries.” 


But all of the matter on the 
microfilms was from State De- 
partment files, the most important 

which came from the office of 
F cis Sayre, who later identified 
them as such.

Documents were sometimes kept 
in Sayre’s office, presumably in 
locked file cases, for “several 
days” at a time, they declared. 
Hiss, they said, made a practice 
of taking home a briefcase filled 
with “work” at the close of work- 
ing days, both women said. So did 
Sayre, they added. 

It was Chambers’s contention 
that sometimes copies of the docu- 
ments from the State Department 
were made on a typewriter in 
Hiss’s home. We later uncovered 
several bits of typewritten matter 
from the Equitable Life Insurance 
Co. which experts said was pro- 
dyced by the same machine, and 
the F.B.I. obtained considerable 
more. 

An expert in such matters, 
known to the F. B. I., later identi- 
fied our samples of the product 
of that typewriter as having been 
typed by the same machine which 
retyped some of the secret papers 
retrieved -by Chambers.

E were able to call compara- 

tively few witnesses to the 

committee’s witness stand af- 
ter our startling disclosure. The 
ones we did manage to hear—the 
New York Grand Jury had claimed 
prior rights to Chambers, Alger 
and Donald Hiss, Henfy Julian. 
Wadleigh, former State Depart- 
ment official, William Ward Pig- 
man, formerly of the Bureau of 
Standards, and others—brought 
the scope of the alleged conspiracy 
into a little sharper focus. 

We divulged after their testi- 
mony that information on the 
Norden bombsight (which had 
been such a secret that even the 
U.S. Air Force had difficulty get- 
ting it from the U.S. Navy), data 
on the Navy’s self-sealing aviation 
tank, and information about U.S. 
tanks and other material being 
tested at Aberdeen had filtered to 
Russia. We revaled that State 
Department codes probably had 
been cracked. 

Much of what we learned e 
kept to. ourselves, so as not to 
impede or influence the Grand 
Jury hearings running simultane- 
ously in New York. I still believe 
we conducted our hearings with 
fine discretion. But when Repre- 
sentative Nixon took the micro- 
films to New York to show the 
Grand Jury, he was served with 
a subpena as he carried them 
toward the jury room. And des- 
pite the fact that we had un- 
earthed and revealed the “pump- 
kin papers,” and had brought at- 
tention to thé 65 documents which 
the Justice Department had ob- 
tained earlier and apparently 
ignored,’ our activities were brand- 
ed again by Mr. Truman as a 
“red herring.”

ERE is a receipt we picked up 
from an old yogi on how to 
clean glass water gauges on 
boilers. He had never tried it out 
but we did and believe it or not, 
it works. ?

Get hold of one tablespoon of 
raw muriatic acid.and place it in 
a china cup. Fill cup with hot 
water. Watch out for acid—it’s 
very strong. With pressure gauge 
on boiler at one pound or more, 
close two valves at top and bot- 
tom of glass gauge. Open little 
petcock at bottom of gauge. Glass 
gauge should empty at this point 
and steam will blow out. 

Now, at the same time, close the 
top valve and lift the cup of acid 
so that opening of the petcock is 
below the surface of the liquid in- 
side the cup. All this should create 
a vacuum which will draw the acid 
up into the glass. 

Keep the cup over the petcock 
opening and open the top valve. 
That's the one you just closed but 
don’t worry. The glass will be- 
come empty. Close the valve and 
the glass will fill up. Just keep 
on doing this until the inside of 
the glass is clean. Now close the 
petcock and open the two valves.

West led the diamond king, and 
when he saw dummy’s singleton, 
quickly switched to the nine of 
clubs. Declarer played properly 
by winning the trick in dummy, 
with the king. (Otherwise, he 
would have had entry trouble later 
on, not being able to return to his 
own hand for a vital play.) 

When a low spade was led from 
dummy, East’s showing out was 
of course a shock to declarer, but 
the latter saw that he would still 
be in good shape if the hearts 
broke 2-2. On the chance that 
they didn’t, however, South tried 
for a little extra insurance. Win- 
ning the third trick with the spade 
ace, he led a heart to the king, 
then returned to the club ace and 
led another heart toward dummy. 

It was at this juncture that 
West “disgraced himself!” Ignor- 
ing the strong possibility that 
South had a heast loser and was 
playing the suit in a way to coax 
West to ruff, West did just that— 
he ruffed the second heart lead, 
thus giving South, in effect, solid, 
hearts!
